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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-16, 
48-50 and 54-59 are free of the prior art of record. The prior art does not teach or 
suggest a method of diagnosing decreased or increased vascular function (vascular 
contractility, brachial reactivity or a combination thereof) in a subject by evaluating the 
number of endothelial progenitor cells in a blood sample derived from the subject. In 
addition the prior art does not teach or suggest a method of diagnosing increased 
cardiovascular risk or decreased vascular function in a subject by evaluating the 
number of senescent endothelial progenitor cells in a blood sample derived from the 
subject. 



The art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: Hill etal. Circulating endothelial progenitor cells, vascular function, and 
cardiovascular risk. N Engl J Med. 348(7):593-600, 2003 (Ref. of record on PTO-1449).
